In the early 
nineties of the past century it was the first, 
and for long times the only, ml-site in the 
Netherlands. From the beginning it appeared 
in two languages: English and Dutch, to 
make it world-wide accessible. 


First of all let me explain that rather difficult 
name of the site. In the beginning magic 
lanterns were mostly used by scientists, 

but soon various people realized that it 

was a good business and took advantage of 
it.

The National Archives of Canada 
preserves several outstanding collections 
of photographic lantern slides which 
capture detailed scenic views taken 
across the country during the early part of 
this century.1The fragile hand-coloured 
glass slide, which fits neatly into the 
palm of one’s hand, was the basis of a 
popular form of entertainment known 

as the “magic lantern show” during the 
nineteenth century. It was first used in 
Canada for government purposes by 

the Department of Agriculture during 

the early 1890s, initially as a method of 
promoting Canada’s produce abroad and 
then as a vehicle to promote immigration 
to Canada. Shortly thereafter, the 
Department of the Interior, under the 
direction of Sir Clifford Sifton, harnessed 
this same medium, along with other forms 
of publicity, to promote immigration to 
the Canadian West.
